Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Dallmann et al (5322244). 

Dallmann et al in figure 6 shows a payload member 27 ( that includes frames and 
panels), a payload support 9 spanning between two side by side supports 13, 9 can 
disengage with 13 and move together. The area between the ends of 27 is an 
intercoastal. 

1. Claims 1-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Courter (4875645). 
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Courier shows a payload member 80 with recesses 102 and 104 and panels and 
supports containers 120 and is connected to a payload support 32 ( the area between 
the recesses is and intercoastal ) the is connected to elongated suports12 and 20,22. 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. Claims 1-46 of this application conflict with claims 1,3,5—17,19,21-30,32,34- 
41,44-48 of Application No. 10/811529. 37 CFR 1.78(b) provides that when two or 
more applications filed by the same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of 
such claims from all but one application may be required in the absence of good and 
sufficient reason for their retention during pendency in more than one application. 
Applicant is required to either cancel the conflicting claims from all but one application 
or maintain a clear line of demarcation between the applications.
